Dwyer and seven friends owned 
the Shady Rest clubhouse, near the 
Dardanella. He went there alone 
Saturday afternoon. That evening 
Wienecke drove Miss Reed and | 
Meier to Deicke in his automobile, | 
to prepare the Dardaneila_ club, 
owned by Wienecke, Meier and 
four others, for summer occupancy. 

When it was time to retire, Miss 
Reed, Wienecke, Dwyer and Meier 
took rooms on the second floor of 
the Dardanella, Dwyer going to 
that club, instead of his own, be- 
cause of a long-standing friendship 
for Meier. Describing the fire, Miss 
Reed said she was awakened by the 
smell of smoke about 2 o’clock in 
the morning and called to Wien- 
ecke. By the time he joined her, 
the building was roaring with fire 
and they concluded they could not 
reach their companions. 

Wienecke, telling Miss Reed to 
follow him, jumped from a window 
to the ground, 15 or 20 feet below, 
and caught her when she jumped. 
They ran to Wienecke’s automobile 
and sounded the horn continuous- 
ly to attract neighbors. A bucket 
brigade carried water from a near- 
by well and from the Meramec 
River. several hundred yards 
away, but the five-room, frame 
structure was destroyed. 

Smoke Cut Off Escape. 

A representative of Coroner 
Bopp of St. Louis County, who ar- 
rived about daybreak, found the 
bodies of Dwyer and Meier by 
searching the ruins with rods. The 
bodies were burned beyond recog- 
nition. Apparently the young men 
had been overcome by smoke and 
thus could not escape before the 
flames reached them. 

It was thought that a wood stove, 
which had been filled with fuel 
before the party retired, caused 
the fire. The clubhouse was valued 
at about $3000. Miss Reed and 
Wienecke were able to save only a 
part of their clothing and other 
belongings. 

Dwyer lived with his mother and 
four brothers, and Meier with his 
mother. 

A Coroner’s verdict of accident 
was returned today, after testimony 
of the two survivors.

“This paper here was part of 
the envelope that contained the 
note above referred to from Had- 
don Gray. 

“I wrote the letter that I sent 
special delivery to Mrs. Gray, which 
was mailed by Haddon Gray, at 
about 3 o’clock. I took the train 
at 4 o’clock from Syracuse. That 
was Saturday, March 9%, 1927. I 
left the letters on the bed pur- 
guant to an arrangement I had 
made at noontime with Haddon 
Gray.

The crowd of 11,000 established 
a record for soccer crowds in the 
Detroit district.

A few arrests were 
made in Tokio, Japan, where La- 
borites adopted resolutions favor- 
ing the eight-hour cay and a policy 
of non-interference in China. In 
Pekin, China, the police prevented 
all May day demonstrations. In 
Italy also there was no demon- 
stration of any kind. 

“Down with the American mur- 
derers; release Sacco and Vanzet- 
ti” was the inscription on a ban- 
ner carried in a communist parade 
of 20,000 men, women and chil- 
dren in Stockholm, Sweden. “Save 
Sacco and Vanzetti from the elee- 
tric chair’ was the device on ban- 
ners carried in London and Brus- 
sels. In the Belgian capital 100.- 
000 persons took part in the meet- 
ings. In Los Angeles police broke 
up an automobile parade of IL W. 
W. communists and others and 28 
persons were arrested charged with 
parading without a license.
